Sewage Plant 


Package Passed 


Counc ilme n Critic ize 
Urge nc y of Ac tion 


A three-part legislativ e pack­ 
age concerning the enlargement 
of the sewage treatment plant 
was approv ed Tu esday night by 
City Cou ncil after two objec­ 
tions to the u rgency with which 
the action was requ ired. 
The legislation inclu ded: 
1) A cooperativ e agreement 
between the city and the Ohio 
Water Dev elopment Au thority , 
“for constru ction, maintenance 
and operation of the waste wa­ 
ter facility ;” 
2) An amended sewage rate 
stru ctu re prov iding for an in­ 
crease from 72 to 92 per cent 
in sewage rates effectiv e Jan. 
1, 1976, “if necessary to meet 
the pay ments requ ired by agree­ 
ments with the OWDA and by 
ex isting indentu res.” 
3) Au thority for the Utilities 
Commission to seek bids and 
enter into a contract to boost 
the plant’s capacity to 3.5 mil­ 
lion gallons of waste water dai­ 
ly from the present 2.2 million 
gallon capacity . 
After Cou ncilman Harold J. 
Astry commented, “I was giv en 
a book (the detailed cooperation 
agreement) tonight bu t hav en’t 
had a chance to read it,” he 
was joined in the objection by 
Cou ncilman Joy ce S. Wilson 
Utilities Su pt. William Thomp­ 
son said a time element play ed 
an important role, indicating he 
wou ld hav e preferred tu rning 
ov er the agreement earlier. 
He ex plained the agreement 
along with the amended rate 
ordinance mu st be in Colu mbu s 
Friday in order for the city to 
qu alify for a 5.25 per cent in­ 
terest rate.

Lai massacre occu rred the pre­ 
v iou s March. 
Donaldson, 
then

colonel, 
commanded the 11th Infantry 
Brigade, which inclu ded 1st Lt. 
William L. Calley ’s platoon at 
the time of the My Lai mas­ 
sacre. Howev er, Donaldson did 
not take ov er the brigade u ntil 
October 1968, more than six 
months after My Lai.

STOCKBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) 
— The Rev . Reinhold Niebu hr, 
famed 
Protestant 
theologian 
and cru sader for social change 
who was considered one of the 
greatest Christian thinkers the 
United States has produ ced, is 
dead at 78. 
He died Tu esday night at his 
su mmer home after a long ill­ 
ness. Dr. Niebu hr tau ght that 
religiou s faith is “basically a 
tru st that life, howev er difficu lt 
and 
strange, 
has 
u ltimate 
meaning.” 
He intertwined his theology 
with a hard realism and a be­ 
lief 
that 
Christian 
morality 
shou ld be manifest in social 
and political action. 
Dr. Niebu hr participated in 
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cu tback in Eu rope or an Ameri­ 
can-Sov iet accord on arms limi­ 
tations. 
The President said the United 
States will consider negotiating 
with the Sov iet Union on mu ­ 
tu al troop redu ctions in Eu rope 
after Washington has consu lted 
with Atlantic Alliance leaders. 
—Any agreement with the So­ 
v iet Union on limiting offensiv e

tho rized by the Appalachian Re­ 
g io nal Dev elo pment Act o f 1965. 
The repo rt su g g ests Co ng ress

planning ” in Appalachia. Army 
Secretary Stanley R. Reso r said 
it was u nlikely all $2.3 billio n 
wo u ld be av ailable in the near 
fu tu re and reco mmended estab­ 
lishing a prio rity sy stem.

This is p u re p o p p y co ck. We are affected by 
v ariatio ns in the v alu e o f do llars, marks and y en, 
becau se o u r eco no mies are intertwined. The sp ecu ­ 
lativ e bu y ing o f marks triggered the cu rrency 
crisis, bu t the basic reaso n is the so -called “do l­ 
lar drain.” 
To u rist sp ending co ntribu ted to the $13 billio n 
p ay ment deficit in 1970 bu t o nly to the ex tent o f 
u p to $3 billio n. Military sp ending is the chief 
cu lp rit and o ther co ntribu ting facto rs inclu de fo r­ 
eign aid and American inv estments abro ad. So me­ 
day retu rns o n these inv estments sho u ld balance 
do llar o u tflo w. 
Berau se o f o u r recent p erfo rmance in the fi­ 
nancial markets, the Co mmo n Market co u ntries 
o f Eu ro p e will no do u bt wo rk to ward creating a 
Eu ro cu rrency as a means o f disp lacing the do l­ 


lar as the wo rld’s basic measu rement o f v alu e. 
This will 
hav e an adv erse effect o n the 
do llar 
and the U.S. eco no my by creating a new stan­ 
dard o f v alu e and fu rther u nify ing co mp etito rs. 
While we sp end lav ishly to defend Eu ro p eans 
cap able o f defending themselv es, the Eu ro p eans 
co ntinu e to driv e the do llar do wn and to dev elo p 
an anti-American stance. 
President Eisenho wer said after leav ing o ffice 
that o nly 
o ne U.S. div isio n was actu ally 
needed 
o n the Co ntinent, so o ne can’t help bat wo nder 
why U.S. tro o p s strength in Eu ro p e mu st be kep t 
at the 300,000 figu re at an annu al co st o f $1 .8 
billio n. 
Adding to this figu re the co sts o f the Vietnam 
war and o ther military o ccu p atio n co sts in Ko rea, 
Jap an and elsewhere, to gether with o u r fo reign 
aid co sts, 
is it any wo nder that the wo rld thinks 
the United States has ho les in its head and that 
the do llar is beco ming "fu nny mo ney ”? 


Where Are the Customers? 


A su rv ey o f the bu y ing habits o f gaso line co n­ 
su mers p artially answers the q u estio n: Ho w se­ 
rio u s are p eo p le abo u t do ing so mething abo u t 
p o llu tio n0 
No -lead and lo w-lead gaso lines were intro du ced 
sev eral mo nths ago bu t o nly a small p ercentage 
o f mo to rists are bu y ing them. One indu stry so u rce 
estimated no -lead and lo w-lead sales amo u nt to 
no mo re than 5 p er cent o f the to tal serv ice 
statio n bu siness. 
Higher p rices — in so me cases — o f the new 
gaso lines and the fact that o nly 1971 au to s can 
o p erate efficiently o n the no -lead fu el are cited 
as facto rs reflected in the sales figu res. 
Bu t o lder mo del cars can u se the lo w-lead fu els 
and still get decent p erfo rmance — bu t the sales 


sto ry is the same, lo w v o lu me. 
So far. it wo u ld seem, the American p u blic either 
is no t interested in fighting p o llu tio n o r is u n­ 
willing to sp end the few ex tra cents necessary 
to get no -lead o r lo w-lead fu el o r simp ly do esn’t 
believ e its effo rt will help the p ro blem. 
A p o sitiv e no te, ho wev er, has been so u nded by 
an o fficial o f American Oil Co . which was a 
p io neer in marketing lead-free gaso line. A. 
B. 
Gro h, directo r o f marketing research fo r Amer­ 
ican, sees the cu rrent sales figu res reflecting a 
p erio d o f transitio n. 
He is p o sitiv e sales will rise in co ming y ean 
and p redicts a “su bstantial demand fo r lead-free 
gaso line by 1975 .”

Not As Our 'Indians' Do 


In a letter to Vo lu nteer, the magazine o f the 
Peace Co rp s, fo rmer v o lu nteer Ella Do ran recalls 
that when she was sent to Bo liv ia in 1964, she 
and o ther co rp smen were instru cted to try to 
mo tiv ate and edu cate the Indians to do the fo llo w­ 
ing things: 
1. To wear sho es o r sandals so they wo u ldn’t 
get wo rms. 
2. To cu t do wn o n their chewing o f cacao leav es 
becau se it du lled their initiativ e. 
3. To be sanitary in o rder to eliminate disease. 


War Inventions 


It is u nfo rtu nate that it takes, o r seems to 
take, the stimu lu s o f war to no u rish the inv entiv e 
geniu s o f o u r p eo p le. Bu t it ap p ears a fact that 
the stress o f co mbat and need fo r su rv iv al gen­ 
erates inv entio ns which u su ally find p eacefu l u ses 
after the co nflict has teminated. 
Perhap s this is the histo ry and the fate o f a 
new armo red p ilo t seat being u sed by helico p ter 
p ilo ts in Vietnam. Made o f a light bu lletp ro o f 
ceramic stru ctu re, it is rated nex t to diamo nd 
in the scale o f hardness. 
The 42-p o u nd seat can su stain a lo ad o f abo u t 
5 ,000 p o u nds in any directio n and will sto p a 30- 
caliber o r larger armo r-p iercing bu llet fired p o int 
blank. Its u ses inclu des the bu llet-p ro o f bu cket 
seat which co v ers a p ilo t fro m his knees to his 
neck 
p anels to shield engines and o ther aircraft 
p arts and armo red v ests fo r p erso nnel. 
If the co st o f the so o n-to -be-p atented material is 
no t u ndu ly ex p ensiv e, it sho u ld find many co m­ 
mercial u ses in the safety field. Su rely o ne o f 
its u ses wo u ld be in the au to mo bile field where 
the need fo r ev er better safety p recau tio ns is so 
ap p arent.

4. Eat mo stly hambu rgers, 
p izza and French 
fries. 
5 . Steal u niv ersity p ro p erty 
fro m each 
o ther 
witho u t any real p erso nal need. 
“My q u estio n is,” she writes, “Can we tell o ther 
p eo p le in o ther co u ntries, ‘Do what I tell 
y o u , 
no t what I do ’?” 


No Slur Intended 


Yo u hav e to giv e the Natio nal Weather Serv ice 
credit fo r its handling o f the wo men’s liberatio n 
mo v ement’s grip es abo u t the u se o f female names 
fo r hu rricanes. 
A sp o kesman fo r the serv ice said hu rricanes 
still will be named after wo men bu t no slu r is 
intended. 
On the co ntrary say s Directo r Geo rge P. Cress- 
man, “Hu rricanes are amo ng the mo st aweso me 
fo rces in natu re.

C o n tinental 
c h a u ffeu r- 
driv en 
lim- 
O U S i n e S. 
Art 
Kccbwa Jd 
Po lice chief Jerry Wilso n said 
that he had o rders that any ­ 
o ne who p articip ated 
in the 
demo nstratio n, which had been 
o rganized to get o u r sy mp ho ny 
o rchestra o u t o f Co nstitu tio n 
Hall, wo u ld be arrested. 
At abo u t 10 o -clo ck, the first 
demo nstrato rs started chanting 
‘WE 
WANT 
CULTURE’ 
to 
which 
their 
leaders 
y elled 
‘WHEN DO YOU WANT IT?’ 
and they sho u ted back ‘NOW.’ 


A POLICE CAPTAIN with a 
bu llho rn said, ‘‘Unless y o u keep 
limo u sines mo v ing y o u will all 
be arrested.” Bu t the demo n­ 
strato rs refu sed to heed the 
warning and traffic was blo ck­ 
ed u p as far as the State De­ 
p artment. At the signal fro m 
the cap tain, the p o lice immed­ 
iately mo v ed in and started 
making mass arrests. 
Becau se o f the large nu mber 


o f demo nstrato rs the p o lice de­ 
cided to detain all the p eo p le 
at the Kennedy Center fo r the 
Perfo rming Arts. 
The demo nstrato rs had been 
p rep ared fo r this and mo st o f 
them went p eacefu lly , bu t o nce 
inside the detentio n center they 
co u ldn't believ e the co nditio ns 
that they had to p u t u p with. 
Peo p le were jammed in tight 
in the halls and ante-ro o ms. 
As each new gro u p o f dem­ 
o nstrato rs was bro u ght in, it 
became o bv io u s that the Ken­ 
nedy Center did no t hav e the 
facilities to handle them. 
At 11 o ’clo ck there was no 
gin left, and by 11:30 all the 
sco tch had been dru nk and so me 
o f the p eo p le started to cry . 
The o nly fo o d was a co ld bu f­ 
fet and strawberries, and cham­ 
p agne, which had been hastily 
bro u ght in by the Red Cro ss fo r 
the emergency . 


THE AMERICAN CIVIL lib­ 
erties Unio n p ro tested v igo ro u s­ 
ly that the demo nstrato rs were 
being detained u nder cru el and 
u nliv able 
co nditio ns 
and 
de­ 
manded that the p eo p le being 
held in the center 
either 
be 
charged o r let go . Bu t p o lice 
said the demo nstrato rs knew 
what they were getting into 
when they came o u t that night, 
and they felt no o bligatio n to 
p ro cess them with any sp eed. 
“Mo st o f the p eo p le in there,” 
said .a p o lice sergeant, “are 
tro u blemakers. They came fro m 
all o v er the co u ntry and if they 
want to tie u p the traffic in 
Washingto n, 
they ’re 
getting 
what they deserv e.” 


Bu t rep o rters disco v ered in­ 
side the center that many in­ 
no cent p eo p le had been ro u nd­ 
ed u p in the mass arrests. One 
co u p le said, “We were o n o u r 
way to see ‘Lo v e Sto ry ’ and 
su ddenly we were thro wn in a 
bu s and du mp ed in here.” 


A PHOTOGRAPHER said he 
was ju st taking p ictu res o f the 
firewo rks when two p atro lmen 
grabbed him and 
threw 
him 
into the brass sectio n o f Mey er 
Dav is’ o rchestra. 
A wo man, who said she was 
ju st walking her do g, fo u nd her­ 
self sleep ing u nder Peter Du ch- 
in’s p iano . “The o nly reaso n I 
was p icked u p ,” she said tear­ 
fu lly , “is becau se my do g had 
lo ng hair.” 
Altho u gh Chief Wilso n denied 
it, the strategy behind the ar­ 
rests was to keep the demo n­ 
strato rs there u ntil 3 o ’clo ck in 
the 
mo rning 
so that 
traffic 
wo u ld

smo o thly 
again. 
The p o lice chief set $100 bo nd 
fo r ev ery p erso n o v er 35 and 
$40 fo r tho se u nder. The o rgan­ 
izers o f the demo nstratio n v o w­ 
ed they wo u ldn’t be intimidat­ 
ed and p ro mised to co me back 
in Sep tember to tie u p traffic 
again when the Kennedy Center 
was o fficially o p ened. A sp o t 
p o ll the nex t day rev ealed that 
mo st o f the p eo p le who liv ed in 
Washingto n believ ed that the 
demo nstrato rs who wo u ld u p in 
the Kennedy Center Thu rsday 
night had o nly themselv es to 
blame.

Fo r the SDS is bu t a 
handfu l o f chap ters o f “stu dent 
ty p es.” No lo nger do es it hav e 
any natio nal o rganizatio n. 
It was taken fro m the o ld 
SDS leaders as was its name, 
the Pro gressiv e Labo r Party 
(PLP). strictly Mao ist, strictly 
rev o lu tio nary , strictly the fo re­ 
ru nner 
o f 
all 
su ch 
v io lence 
when it ran early rio ts and 
u rged that 
snip ers 
man 
the 
Harlem ro o fto p s back in the 
early ’60s. 


IT HAPPENED THUS: The 
PKP went into the last big SDS 
co nv entio n in Chicago , Ju ne 1969 
and by fractio ning, cau cu sing 
and smo o th o rganizatio nal di­ 
rectio n, seized it. Then, with 
the SDS as a fro nt, the PLP 
o p erated o u t o f Bo sto n fo r a 
while. Then it shifted to Chica-

o where it no w actu ally is the 
Po rker - Stu dent Alliance, stu ­ 
dents fo r a Demo cratic So ci­ 
ety (WSA-SDS). If y o u telep ho ne 
them there at 939-3321, a y o u ng 
man p o litely , bu t v ery firmly , 
tells y o u it’s no sense fly ing 
in, they do n't “talk to the p ress. 
We do o u r o wn p u blicity .” 


When the small bu t terro rist 
Weathermen’s Bu reau went u n­ 
dergro u nd and Mark Ru dd and 
Bernardine Do hrn to o k real co v ­ 
er, the o riginal SDS stru ctu re 
was liq u idated. 
No w the red-star PLP (led by 
the o ld Mao ist factio n o u sted 
fro m the American Co mmu nist 
Party back in the early ’6 0s) 
co ntro ls the rev o lu tio nary y o u th. 
It is the o nly natio nal v iable 
terro rist 
o rganizatio n 
in the 
land. Federal au tho rities believ e 
fu nds co me to the PLP fro m 
Peking v ia Hav ana. 
It is early as well as latter- 
day Mao ists’ with so me 5 0 chap ­ 
ters and at least 1,000 dedicated 
y o u ng 
rev o lu tio naries. 
It’s 
strength by their o wn rep o rts 
is co ncentrated in Lo s Angeles, 
Chicago , New Yo rk and Bo sto n. 
And its su mmer p ro ject is do u ­ 
ble targeted. 
“Organize the steel wo rkers 
to fight against the steel bo ss­ 
es and the u nio n sello u ts and 
bu ild fo r a real strike. . .” 


A CALL FOR “massiv e dem­ 
o nstratio ns 
— 
demo nstratio ns 
that make the recent marches 
o n Washingto n lo o k like p eanu ts 
— o f millio ns o f wo rkers and 
stu dents to fight against im­ 
p erialist U.S. p o licy .” 
The p u rp o se is “to su p p o rt 
ghetto rebellio ns 
and 
o p p o se 
p o lice terro rism in the co m­ 
mu nity and bu ild stru ggles o n 
camp u s 
against the Vietnam 
war.” 
Bu t first co mes what they call

As fo r the o ther rev o lu tio nary 
ghetto su mmer targets they list 
Milwau kee, Indianap o lis.

mo re and Atlanta, 
co u nterp art o f tho se who fren­ 
zied u p France, disru p ted Italy , 
and terro rized Calcu tta, and Co ­ 
lo mbo , are ap p renticing at rev o ­ 
lu tio n here. They p lan to hav e 
15 to 30 stu dents in each o f 
these cities to “wo rk activ ely 
to wards bu ilding the wo rker- 
stu dent alliance.” Su ch cadres 
are larger than wo u ld be need­ 
ed to whip u p a demo nstratio n, 
heat u p a rio t, ex p lo de a griev ­ 
ance into a gro u ndswcll and dis­ 
ru p t a mile-lo ng mill.

Michael L. Hallo ran, directo r 
o f the VA Regio nal Office in 
Clev eland, rev ealed that 1,064,- 
000 men and wo men are in train­ 
ing u nder the G. I. Bill.

o f 36 p er cent o v er last y ear,

He was an adviser to numer­ 
ous national and international 
political figures, and was active 
in politics first as a member of 
the Socialist party and later as 
vice chairman of the Liberal 
party in New York . 
A Lutheran in back ground, 
Dr. Niebuhr retired from Union 
Theological Seminary in 1960 
after 32 years on the faculty, 
but continued his writings that 
included more than 20 book s. 
In discussing subjects that 
ranged from race relations to 
trade unionism to foreign af­ 
fairs, he did not attempt to of­ 
fer neat solutions but stressed 
“Christian realism.” 
He defined the concept as a 
recognition that in the com­ 
plex ities of modern life, clear- 
cut

ever more difficult and some­ 
times impossible, requiring in­ 
stead that approx imate, rather 
than absolute, answers be ob­ 
tained by public questions.

School, which awarded him 
bachelor’s degree in 1914 and a 
m aster’s degree a year later.

Evangelical church in Detroit.

Families usually enjoy Beef 
Pot Pie and so you might like 
to try the following recipe. The 
pastry for this pie is the corn- 
meal variety so it will have a 
crunchy texture — good con­ 
trast for the filling. But one tip: j 
don’t roll out the topping until 
you are ready to use it because 
cornmeal pastry has a tenden­ 
cy to become crumbly if it 
stands and dries out.

Prepare Cornmeal Pastry. 
Into a large saucepan

the carrots, onion, green beans, 
pepper, basil and \Vz cups of the 
stock.

tender — about 15 minutes. Add 
beef. 
Mix together until smooth the 
flour and remaining 
Vz 
cup 
stock;

mixture Cook until thickened, 
stirring constantly.

Those 
Mexican sandwiches 
called tacos are lively snacks 
that in some parts of the coun­ 
try rival pizza in popularity. 
Literally taco means a much 
decorated tortilla with a spiced 
filling. 
When we tried the following 
good recipe for Beef Tacos we 
found the filling really was spic­ 
ed. Made with ground chuck 
and convenient canned tomato 
sauce it has chili powder, cumin, 
garlic salt and oregano as sea­ 
soning. 
The 
decorations 
for 
these 
tacos are shredded iceberg let­ 
tuce, grated cheese and avocado. 
The avocado is a more unusual 
decoration than the lettuce and 
cheese — and a delicious one. 
You can buy the taco shells 
ready-prepared, 
or 
you 
can 
make them from corn tortillas. 
Our directions for doing the lat­ 
ter come after the recipe for 
the Beef Tacos. 
Some cooks like to fill and 
decorate the taco shells before 
offering them to f a m i ly or 
guests. Others like to ladle the 
filling into a bowl, place it on 
a tray and surround it with the 
lettuce, cheese and avocado. 
With a dish or basket of tacos 
at hand, eaters can fill and deco­ 
rate their own. If you like, you 
can also have bottled taco sauce, 
regular or “ hot,” on hand. 
Beef Tacos 
1 pound ground chuck beef, 
2 teaspoons chili powder, V4 
teaspoon dried crushed oregano, 
% teaspoon ground cumin. % 
teaspoon garlic salt, 1 can (8 
ounces) tomato sauce, 12 pack­ 
aged taco shells, warmed, 3 
cups knife-shredded iceberg let­ 
tuce, 1 medium avocado (halv­ 
ed, seeded, peeled and sliced 
crosswise) 1% cups grated (me­ 
dium-fine) mild cheddar or sim­ 
ilar cheese, Bottled taco sauce, 
if desired. 
In a hot 10-inch skillet over 
high heat (without added fat) 
cook beef, crumbling with a fork 
until it loses its red color. Drain 
off any fat. 
Add chili powder, oregano, cu­ 


min, garlic salt 
and tomato 
sauce; mix well; cook gently 
until very hot. 
Spoon 
mixture 
into 
taco 
shells; top with layers of let­ 
tuce, avocado and cheese. If 
used, pass taco sauce. 
Makes 4 to 6 servings. 
Note: If you like, you may 
use an envelope of taco season­ 
ing mix (1 bounce size) in this 
recipe. In this case, omit the 
other seasonings and add Vi cup 
water along with the tomato 
sauce; simmer for 12 to 15 min­ 
utes. 
About Taco Shells 
If you prefer, make your own 
taco shells (using corn tortil­ 
las) rather than using packaged 
shells. Here are directions: 
Into a deep 8-inch skillet pour 
1 V* cups salad (not olive) oil; 
heat oil. 
Fold a tortilla in half; hold­ 
ing rounded edges together with 
tongs, dip the bottom of the tor­ 
tilla into the hot oil (pressing 
down gently so bottom will be 
flat) until the bottom sets and 
crisps. 
Slip the tongs inside the tor­ 
tilla and quickly press one side 
under the hot oil, opening tongs 
to hold the shell open. Fry un­ 
til crisp and brown; turn and 
brown the other side, again us­ 
ing the open tongs to hold the 
sides apart. Drain on absorbent 
paper. 
Repeat process, folding and 
frying 1 tortilla at a time until 
all shells are crisp and brown. 
As tacos are ready, keep them 
warm in a low oven before fill­ 
ing as directed in Beef Tacos 
recipe.
